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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 .

2. The inventions listed as Groups I and II do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: Dunn et al. discloses 
chelating compounds having the formula shown in column 4. This formula can be 
substituted to yield compounds that are within the scope of those claimed. For example 
D, E and F can be NR 5 - 7 groups, while A can be CRi and Ri is a functional group and 
encompasses the Ri functional group of the instant claims. Dunn et al. further teaches 
that the compounds are used for complexing various radiometals, see column 7. It 
would have been obvious to one ordinarily skilled in the art to prepare various 
compounds encompassed by the general formula of Dunn et al. because Dunn et al. 
teaches that this general formula provides equivalent metal chelators for pharmaceutical 
use. 
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3. This application contains claims directed to more than one species of the generic 
invention.
